It must be remembered that 
the success of their operations and 
the lives of their soldiers often de- 
pend on these things. Only men en- 
gaged In such work day by day can 
say exactly -What kinda of information 
may be. of -use to the enemy. 
Take 
the matter of mentioning the smaller 
fighting units, which general head- 
quarters has decided against. 
We 
have found that the Germans, even 
when they have the best opportunity, 
as when they have taken numbers of 
British prisoners, nearly always are 
wrong in some respects as to the com- 
position of our army facing 
them. 
And, in any case, the German generals 
are always somewhat in doubt.

simply give ourselves the benefit of 
aH such doubts by restricting their 
information to the minimum.

E. O; Kimberley Points Out Striking 


Differences Between Conveni- 


ences and Comforts in 


Two Wars. 


Comparison of the conditions unde.' 
which our army of today will go into 
action, with those to which the men 
of '61 werfe subjected, is 
striking'y 
drawn in a letter to the 'Gazette from 
E. O. 'Kimberley 
of this city. 
Mr. 
Kimberley was a prominent figure in 
Civil war days, as he nas been since, 
and as the leader of the Third Regi- 
ment Band, was one of the first to di- 
reet the triumphant strains of "March- 
ing Through 
Georgia." 
The letter 
follows in full:- 
Editor Gazette: 
As we watch the daily drills of thr 
young soldier boys on our streets, and 
contemplate what may be in store fov 
tthem as defenders of the flag and our 
common country, we would say that 
nothing is too good for them. They 
will goon 
leave us for camp. As a 
veteran of the great Civil war from 
1S81-65, I am thinking of the wonder- 
ful difference of then and-now in rt.- 
gard to the care 
and comforts 
pro- 
vided. 
Then, many of us were hur- 
ried away, to the front in freight cars, 
yea, 
dirty cattle cars, and upon reach- 
ing our destination, and much ot>th> 
time after, had no shelter. What we 
Iiad for food was unsavory and some 
-of the time unfit to eat. 
The youpB 
soldiers'of today, we are credibly in- 
formed, will have ample, wholesome 
and catisfactory food. 
No .army was 
ever better fed than this new army 
will lie. The comforts in our army of 
1861 
were very few, if any at all, aud 
yet we knew the government was iiot 
to biums. 
The comforts for the boys at today, 
while in camp, will be the Y. -M. C. 
A., who will 
erect good 
buildings, 
where at all times may be found daily 
papers, magazines, etc., and 
them 
will be the conveniences of writing 
material. 
Added to this will be the 
theatres, where the best of talent will 
be employed. 
Did we have anything 
of the kind away back in the sixties? ' 
Oh, no. 
A newspaper seldom found • 
its way to our camp, and as for con- 
veniences of writing letters, we may 
say tne bare ground or a rough board 
was all. we had. We were required to 
stamp onr letters, if stamps in their 
wet condition could be used. Now, as
